Abstract of the Disclosure 

A computer network system includes a client-server architecture, where the client 
transmits SCSI commands over a network using TCP/IP to a server to request input and 
output operations for a physical storage device that is communicatively coupled to a 
storage device. The client perceives the storage device to be a local disk drive, even 
though the storage device is located on the target side of a network. The system includes 
a client-side disk-based cache. 
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
